be used as a yardstick. In some. it was simply a precious com- 
modify to which those could turn who lost faith in their currencies. 
In others if was an official coinage, the rapid rise of which, in 
contrast to the unsound currency, revealed at a glance the extent 
to wluch debasement of currency had proceeded. 
There are two differences, and two differences only, in the 
fundamental nature of the inflation we are undergoing and those 
inflationary outbursts which preceded ours. One is that the speed 
of the inflationary cycle has been slowed down in our case by 
“controls'* which do not control at all. but merely delay. 
The 
other is that when we went off the gold standard we not merely 
demonetized gold, which had been done before, but we outlawed 
it. and in effect made it a criminal offense for any citizen who mis­ 
trusted the American paper dollar to try to turn his savings into 
gold for greater security. 
lf gold were freely available— if Mr. Roosevelt had not 
made gold, in this country, a government monopoly, then there 
would be no mystery about the extent of inflation we have under­ 
gone. Every citizen could tell at a glance. But the so-called 
“value" of gold has been juggled, in the first place; and because 
its use as money has been outlawed, it is impossible in the second 
place to buy and sell enough of it to determine bow many paper 
dollars a gold dollar ought to buy— how much, in other words, 
gold and the dollar are worth. 
But there is another way of getting at the question. Let 
us measure inflation by the yardstick of how much gold the 
government has on hand to “cover" the items for which gold 
is security; namely, the Federal Reserve 
» rrency. and the na­ 
tional debt. 
Uncle Sam's paper dollars consist mainly of $28 billion of 
Federal Reserve currency, back of which are gold certificates 
drawn against approximately $23 billion of gold at Ft. K. ix.

What this means is that Uncle Sam has obligations out­ 
standing to the tune of $285 billions, and asaeta to meet this debt 
of $2 3 billions. That is almost exactly 8 cents on the dollar. 
Now. as to what is a normal and safe ratio of gold assets to 
currency and debt, we have the experience of the national gov­ 
ernment for considerably more than a century to go by. In that 
period, gold was allowed to find its own value in the world mar­ 
kets, and it held even with only trivial variations. And on the 
valuation thus determined, the Federal government kept a gold 
reserve on hand amounting to 70 per cent of its gold-redeemable 
obligations. 
There we find the truest measurement available to show 
bow far inflation has progressed in the United States. The ratio J 
of gold to currrncy-plus-debt has dropped from 70 per cent to 8 
per cent— just a trifle less than nine times over. 
On this basis, the 100-cent dollar which the New Deal found 
when it took office has been debased to an l l -cent dollar. 
And the trend is rapidly downward. For one thing, our 
gold stocks are being depleted— they have dropped $1,400,* 
000.000 in the last year alone, according to Treasury reports. For 
another, we are coming to a period when government’s debt once 
again will soar— possibly to unheard of heights. 
How much more can our economy stand?
